Beaumont, seven miles southeast of New Augusta was established in 1900 
and named for Beaumont, Texas, Jeff Griffis, a veneer mill operator; Bayliss 
Overstreet, merchant and member of the Board of Supervisors; and W.E. Daniels 
merchant, are remembered for their help in the building of the tow, 

It is said that an artesian well which flowed in the yard of the Barron 
Home had two kinds of water flowing from it, from a one inch pipe within a two 
inch pipe, A difference in the taste of the water could be noticed and it is 
said that fish would live in the water from one pipe but could not survive in 
water from the other. 


BELLEVILLE 
Located five miles west of New Augusta, Belleville was founded in 1902 
when L.D. Hammit established a sawmill on this site. In 1922 the village consi- 
sted of three houses and was a flag stop on the Bonhomie, Hattiesburg & South- 
ern Railroad, The name origin is unknown but by 1939 Belleville was no more 
than a ghost town,

Gillis took its name from a pioneer family who settled on this site three 
miles southeast of New Augusta in 1889, The place became a sawmill community 
in the early 1900's but when the mill closed so did Gillis.
